Profitableneſs of the Foreign Trade, which 
18 (or might be) carried on by us; yet no 
Regular Methods are, or have been, for 


0 many Years. paſt, taken, to advance. and. 
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ſecure the ſame: Nor have Perſons been en- 
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couraged to propoſe Methods tor effecting 
lo great and valuable a Work. It ſeems to 
n e neee Vier; e. Wee 
me, there are not many in this Nation, that 
have a Genius, or Soul, like ſome of our 
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Anceſtors, to Attempt and Atchieve great 
Things; or but few of the Old Roman 
Spirit, who prefer the Publick Good to 
their own- private Intereſt: Otherwiſe we 
might e er now have been able to cut out 
our own Terms for a Peace. I remember 
very well, it was ſaid at the Council. Board, 
(in the Late Kings Reign) when He was 
relent, That it was not difficult to propoſe a 
Method, whereby the, Naval: Power. of France 
might be ſoon deſtroy d: W hereupon a Great 
Man, yet living, deſired the Gentleman 
who ſaid it, to come to him, and that he 
would be glad to Diſcourſe him upon that 
* Point. The Gentleman went Once, Twice, 
and a Third Time, but could not gain 
Admittance; and was afterwards told the 
? Reaſon was, becauſe he did nor Fee His 
3 Grace's Gentleman that waited in the Anti- 
Chamber; fo his Propolal was not heard. 
It the French King, or his Miniſters, did 
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thus, he would not have ſo many Servants 
Eminent in their ſeveral Stations. 
It ſeems a Fate upon Great Britain, that 
ue fo ſtupidly neglect what is our chiefeſt 
Intereſt to purſue; whilſt on the contrary, ® 
the French, (both Prince and People) and 
other Nations, are zealouſly bent to enlarge 
their Foreign Trade, which is the Source of 
all Riches :: And with what Succeſs they 
have done it, and eſpecially the former, in a 
few Years, to the Spaniſh Weſt-Indies, all the 
World ſee, or at length will feel, if they 
wilfully ſhut their Eyes. But whenever 
Her Majeſty, or the Parliament, ſhall think 
fit to enourage ſuch as are capable of in- 
forming them the Means whereby Great Bri- 
tain's Trade, and conſequently its Na viga- 


10n, Strength and Power, may be exceed- 4 
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ingly promoted, as the French King does, 
they will, in all Probability, find the Succeſs 
anſwerable.
